"Passing of the orgy of spending, 


heavy sentences assessed against per- 
sons convicted of crime, and regaining 
by Americans generally of their com- 
mon sense—are the factors responsi- 
ble for the passing of the crime wave,'' 
Dr Inches asserted. 


The head of the police department 


pointed out that there were 58 per cent 
fewer crimes in this city during 1921 
than in the preceding year. The per-

KEPT BUSIER 


Wash.'Tijfton, April J^.—Tne prov- 


erbial "busy bee" is tp bs kept still 
busier it an Ingenious little contriv. 
ance Just invented by a government 
scientist is adopted by the apiaries of 
the country 
An official of the Bu- 


reau of Entomology advised the Bu- 
reau of Standards- today that he had 
Invented a de-vice which will operate 
on the principles of the turnstile and 
that it will register the arrival home 
and departure of every bee that en- 
ters the hive on honey-making er- 
rands. The apparatus consists, it was 
explained, of a gate to be placed at 
the entrance to a beehive with a ser- 
ies of telephone message registers at- 
tached in such a way as to reg'ster 
such time a bee hops, skips or jumps 
on or over the contrivance which was 
said to be operated electrically by al- 
ternating current. 


The inventor explained that about 
three hundred thousand bees go out 
during the day, on honeygathering ex- 
peditions, and that while considerable 
electrical energy was needed to op- 
erate the recording gate on the aver- 
age hive, the amount of energy ex- 
.ponded by the device each time a bee 
passed was Infinitesimal,

The Greatest Strike 


In History 


As spring comes slowly up the way, over half a million men, accustomed to. spend their days 


mining coal far underground, are out in the sunshine in their little gardens.with their children digging 
up the soil and planting vegetables, while seedsmen in coal towns report a record business. Coal opera- 
tors, as their mines are not working, have gone to join their families and play golf at Pinehurst or Hot 
Springs. Government officials'blandly tell us that there is nothing'in the coal strike Situation to call 
for Federal intervention, the Secretary of the Treasury perceiving no harm to business in the first 
weeks. 
, 


But, perhaps, the great consuming public must be alarmed, anxious, frantic, in the face of the 


greatest strike in history, with all the anthracite and most of the soft coal mines shut down, with 600,- 
000 striking miners added to the ranks of the unemployed. Quite the contrary, for, to judge from edi- 
torial comment, the public views the 'coal strike calmly. 
As one writer puts if, "the public sits as a 


bored spectator until its bins are empty or its pockets." 


It is to be remembered that the strike which began on April 1st is a double-header. 
Anthracite 


and soft coal miners are striking together for strategic reasons, but with different ends in view and 
under different circumstances. The hard coal miners call for a 20 per cent wage increase and their 
representatives are now in conference with the anthracite operators. 
The soft coal miners call for 


the retention of their present wages in the face of the operators' demand for reduction; but the bitum- 
inous operators have been unwilling to meet the representatives of the workers in a joint conference 
to decide on a basic wage-scale. When the strike was called on April 1st some 560,000 union workers, 
more than 400,000 in the soft coal-fields, and an undetermined number of non-union men responded.

Chicago, April 15—Adrian C. Anson 


for more than half a. century one of 
the most notable figures in baseball, 
died last night at St. Luke's hospital 
after a week's illness "and just two 
da\s before his seventieth birthday. 


The death of "Pop" Attson, as he 


was called by t'le thousands of basa- 
ball followers \\ho have known him 
as one of the legendary heroes of the 
national sport, came suddenly after it 
nas believed that he was well on the 
way to re-overy following an opera- 
tion performed last Monday. He had 
boon stricken on the street Sunday 
with'internal troubles.

Brittou encouraged Krause, te::- 
ing him with experience he could-make 
a name for himself in the ring. 


After (being discharged from the 


army Krause made his headquarters 
in 'San Antonio, Tex, and in New Mex- 
ico, and boxed some of the best boys 
in the southwest. iHe later came back 
to North Dakota and now makes his 
headquarters in Bismarck, with Fred 
Krause, Jr., as manager.
